three yeirs imorisonment with hard 
Iabour.

The prisoner’ was odered to be 
' deported... for life, on Novy. 27, 
1919. He returned to the Colony and 
was found here Nov. 14,.1920. He 
pleaded guilty.. Several previous 
offences were shown against him. 

Cuoi -Yan Kwong, banished for 
twenty years on July 17, 1913, and 
found here November 8,.1920, also 
was, sentenced to three years with 
hard labour.
